To choose all necessary Town Officers 
for the ensuing year. 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall 
in said Wakefield, on Tuesday, the Ninth (9th) day 
of March next at 7:30 pm in the evening to act upon 
the following subjects. 


Article 2. To see if the Town will vote to au- 
thorize the Selectmen to borrow such sums of money 
as may be necessary to pay Town bills in anticipa- 
tion of taxes. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $99,662.47 to defray 
Town charges, as submitted by the Budget Committee. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $900.00 to grade and oil 
Perkins Hill road, from the Acton Ridge road to the 
Francis road. 

Recommended $400.00 by the Budget Committee 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to author- 
ize the Selectmen to sell to Lyman Krohn for $100.00, 
a portion of the Town Forest so-called on State Blvd. 
yunning south from the Krohn residence about 15 8 
feet and thence approximately 300 feet running east 
and west bordering the Town Forest. 

Disapproved by the Budget Committee 
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Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to dis- 
continue the following old roads, commonly known as 
public ways, as follows: Those parts of the Acton 
Ridge Road, abandoned during reconstruction and 
straightening out of said road under T R A in 1964; 
The Piper Road to the Maples Road; All of the Prey 
Hill Road from Pine River Road to Woodman; The 
old rcad, name unknown or not specified running from 
a point beyond the former Streater residence on State 
Blvd to the Tuttle farm; The Bulkhead road from a 
point near the Bernard Hutchins residence in South 
Wakefield to the Willey road; The Brackett Farm Road 
to the Brackett Camp Road; and the Richards Road 
from Schuyler Pike’s residence to the Boston and 
Maine RR tracks. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to appro- 
priate a sum, approximately $27,000.00 to build and 
rebuild the Stoneham road from Route 16 to the 
Brookfield line, approximately 1.85 miles in length. 
This cost to include drainage, excavating, clearing 
trees and brush as required between the stone walls, 
12 inches of gravel and an 18 foot wide asphalt surface. 
It is hoped the grade on the larger hill can be cor- 
rected so that driving conditions in the winter will 
be safer.

To see if the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate a sum not to exceed $55,000.00 for 
the purpose of making improvements to the following 
Class V roads, as follows: $48,000.00 for Witchtrot 
Road; $3,000.00 for repairing the large hill so-called 
on the Stoneham road; $1,500.00 for repairs to the 
small hill on the Stoneham road; and $2,500.00 to repair 
the hill on Ballard’s Ridge road at and near the Ray- 
mond Martin residence and to raise such sum of 
money totalling $55,000.00 through the issuance of 
bonds or notes under and in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Chapter 241, NH Revised Statutes anno- 
tated 1955, as amended by laws of 1957, Chapter 273:3 
and any other amendments thereto, and to authorize 
the Selectmen to determine the date and place of 
payment of such bonds or notes and to determine the 
rate of interest thereon, and to take such other steps 
as may be necessary to negotiate such bonds or notes 
as shall be to the best interest to the Town of Wake- 
field.

To see if the Town will vote to have 
the position of Road Agent appointed by the Select- 
men, instead of being elected by ballot. 


To see if the Town will vote to have 
the position of Chief of Police appointed by the Se- 
lectmen instead of being elected by ballot.

During 1964 the Wakefield Public Library has 
been opened to the public on every Wednesday between 
the hours of 2:00 and 5:00 P. M. 


Circulation for the year totals 1550, broken down 
as follows: adult fiction, 508; adult non-fiction, 516; 
juvenile fiction, 377; juvenile non-fiction, 32; maga- 
zines, 117. The increase in circulation each year 
indicates greater interest in reading.

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REPORT OF THE FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND YOUR DISTRICT CHIEF 


The 1964 forest fire season surpassed the record 
year of 1963 in both length and severity. For the se- 
cond successive year, we experienced a rainfall defic- 
iency of more than ten inches and the compounding of 
such drought conditions, together with the many days 
of strong, dry winds, characterized 1964 as one of the 
most hazardous years in the past half century. Al- 
though our fire season was three weeks longer than 
that of 1963, the number of fires showed only a slight 
increase and more remarkable was the fact that the 
area burned dropped from 2280 acres in 1963 to 900 
acres in 1964. Early detection and rapid response kept 
many potential fire disasters from becoming reality. 
We all owe a debt of gratitude to the men in this com- 
munity who responded and fought our fires so effici- 
ently. Our state is now 86%: wooded and its ecoonomy— 
both industrial and recreational—is greatly dependent 
on this forest resource. The responsibility for adequate 
fire protection of this great area—4,350,000 acres— 
is everyone’s responsibility and prevention is one of 
our most effective tools. 


Prevention is good common sense. 


1. Take your rubbish to the town dump. If you 
must burn, obtain a permit and watch your fire until 
it is dead out. 


2. Instruct your children in fire safety. Keep 
matches from young children. Explain to them the 
dangers of lighting matches and making outdoor fires. 


8. Be sure discarded smoking material and 
matches are out. 


A major portion of our preventable fires this year 
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are chargeable to three causes: (1) permit fires al- 
lowed to escape; (2) children playing with matches; 
and (3) smokers. Let’s be mindful of the fact that all 
such fires endanger property and lives. 


We wish to thank you for your very fine ccoopera- 
tion during the past fire season and with your contin- 
ued cooperation we are confident that we can improve 
our fire record in 1965.
